FOR FIRST TIME. 


Chicago Grand Jurors Vote 
. True Bills Against the Big 
Corporation on Nine- 
teen Counts. 


REBATING IS THE CHARGE 


Lake Shore Railroad Also Faces 
Prosecution for Persistent 
Giving of Unlawful 
Concessions. 


For the first time in its long career the 
Standard Oil company has been indicted by 
a federal grand jury. 

It was a good beginning that was made 
by the special grand jury here yesterday 
when, after an investigation lasting three 
hours and a half, it returned an indictment 
containing nineteen counts, charging ‘the 
corporation with accepting rebatés from the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern railroad. 

The penalty, if conviction follows, may be 
$20,000 on each count, or a total of $380,000 
in fines, while the total amount of rebates re- 
ceived is the comparatively insignificant sum 
of $8,500. . 
No Officials Indicted. 

No individuals were indicted, neither was 
the railroad company that gave the rebates 
indicted at this time, but the grand jury has 
not completed its work yet, and this first in- 
dictment is expected to be followed by along 
list of others, both by this jury and the one 
that follows next week. It is manifest, and 
much stress was laid upon this point by the 
government attorneys, that the rebates could 
not have been received without their having 
been paid by some one. The indictment says 
that they were received from the Lake Shore 
road, and therefore it is extremely probable 
that indictments will be returned against the 
railroad company. 

It is also said to be not improbable that 
some individuals both of the railroad and 
the Standard Oil company wil) be indicted. 


Inquiry to Be Pursued Today. 

Beginning again today the jury will turn 
ite attention to other phases of the Standard 
Oil investigation. The inquiry will now turn 
upon the question of whether the Standard 
Oll company entered into a conspiracy with 
some of the railroads to secure secret and 
discriminatory rates in restraint of trade, 
amd whether the Standard Oll company and 
ite subsidiary companies do not constitute a. 
trust. 

The reason why the jury was able to re- 
turn an indictment within so short a time 
was that all of the testimony, had previously 
been taken at Cleveland, and it? was' neces- 
sary only ~# read to the jury the transcript 
of the evidence in the presence of the wit- 
nesses who had given it. It was not_even 
necessary to call all of the men who had 
been summoned, and, in fact, the only wit- 
nesses who were called were J. L. Clark, gen- 
eral western freight agent of the Lake Shore; 
C. A. Slauson, general freight agent at Cleve- 
land; Henry L. Meyer, clerk im the freight 
auditor’s office, and George T. Roberts of the 
interstate commerce commission's office. 


How Examination Was Conducted. 

Assistant District Attorney Robert W. 
Childs conducted the examination, assisted 
by District Attorney J. J. Sullivan of Cleve- 
land. and District Attorney C. B. Morrison 
of Chicago. The indictment alleges that by 
the system of granting the Standard Oil com- 
pany rebates or concessions, that, corpora- 
tion. benefited to the extent of §8,506 between 
August, 1908, and February, 1905. 

It is set up that the railroad had in its pub- 
lished tariffs, which are supposed to be the 
rates governing all shipments, the rates 
which were applicable to petroleum and its 
products, and in these rates it was specified 
that at Chicago th¢re was a charge of 5 cents 
a ton per day after the property was held by 
the common carrier for more than forty- 
eight hours after its arrival. 


Charges in Indictment. 


The indictment then goes on to reijate: 

And the grand jurors aforesaid, further present 
that during the month of August, 1903, 8,019 tons 
of petroleum and by-products were transported 
from Whiting, Ind., to Chicago, consigned to the 
Standard Oil company, and during the Jast named 
month was held in storage by the said common 
carrier, and before the removal of the said prop- 
erty storage charges of $400.95 lawfully accrued 
to the said common carrier under its tariffs, an“ 
should thereupon have been there collected from 
the Standard Of] company. 

And the grand jurors aforesaid do further pre- 
sent, that on the egaid first day of September, 
1903, at Chicago, said storage charges having ac- 
crued to the said common carrier, the said Stand- 
ard Oll company unlawfully did accept and re- 
ceive from the said common carrier an unlawful 
rebate and concession in the shape of a cancella- 
tion of the eaid debt and liability. 


Bonds of $25,000 Not Filed. 

When the indictment was returned Judge 
Bethea fixed the bonds of the indicted cor- 
poration at $25,000. The Standard Oil com- 
pany was not represented in court, and the 
bonds have not yet been filed. John 8. Mil- 
ler has been engaged to defend the oil com- 
pany, and he is out of the city at present, 
but it is expected that he will return im- 
mediately.

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LIKE A KISS? WARE INDIANA 


Hoosier Health Guardians Pro- 
hibit Every Variety in Schools. 


MUST ALL BE STOLEN THERE, 


Swapping Apple Cores and Chewing 
Gum Just as Nasty, Board Says. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—A 
kisslesg existence is guaranteed to every 
child attending school in Indiana. 

The state board of health gives the guaran- 
tee. Notakiss inthe long catalogue of kisses 
will be countenanced in any school in the 
state when the open after the vacation. 

And, if the state board of health can do it, 
the war against kissing and kisses will be 
carried beyqnd the school. Every kiss in 
Indiana may be a stolen kiss after a while. 

But in the schools there must be no kissing 
at all. This is the first communication the 
children will find on the notice boards of their 
schools: , 

Do not kiss any one on the mouth | or allow eny 
one to do so to you. 


Girl Friends Kiss? Never. 

The board of health hasn't decided whether 
it will be permissible to accept a kiss on 
the cheek or bestow oné on a favorite eye. 
The problem is still under consideration 
and a blanket Injunction covering every va- 
wiety of kiss may be issued. 

The board’s anti*kissing edict applies to 
girls as rigorously as to boys. A girl who'd 
faint at the idea of a boy's kiss gives and ac- 
cepts girls’ kisses as a matter of course. 
That also is frowned upon. The Indiana 
school girl must avoid the kisses of her girl 
friends hereafter just as studiously as any 
other. 

The board of health has studied the kiss, 
dissected, analyzed, and examined in under 
the microscope, and declared against it. 
Indiana will be better without it was the 
decision, and the board has started in on 
a campaign of eradication. Every teacher in 
the state will be instructed to enforce its 
abolition from school life and to punish se- 
verely the boy or girl who dares to kiss. 


Can’t Swap Appple Cores, Either. 
There are several other “don’ts"’ drawn 
up and waiting for the school children. Here 
are some of them: 


Do not put your fingers in your mouth.” 

Do not wet your fingers in your mouth when 
turning leaves of books. 

Do not put pencils in your mouth or wet them 
with your lips. 

Do not hold money in your mouth. 

Do not put pins in your mouth. 

Do not swap apple cores, chewing gum, or bean 
blowers. 

Swapping apple cores and chewing gum is 
almost as bad as kissing, though not so 
prevalent, the board says. The health 
guardians hope that with kissing abolished 
in the schools and every child eating his own 
apple core and chewing his own gum there 
will be less tuberculosis to contend with.

Signatures Deceived Him.

Lack Clews to Fugitive. 

While the police continued their search for 
Stensland during the day, no authentic clew 
was obtained. Theodore Stensland, the son, 
was not.at the bank. 

There was one report that the elder Stens- 
land had been seen. A. J. McWilliams, 934 
Park avenue, a real estate man who has 
known Banker Stensland for years, and who 
was a depositor in the bank until four months 
ago, says Stensland was in Chicago yester- 
day morning, and took the 10:37 Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois train for St. Louis at the 
La Salle street station. It is believed that he 
mistook another person for Stensland. 

Another report, received from.Duluth, was 
that two Duluth men claimed to have seen 
Stensland within the last twenty-four hours. 
The Duluth message adds that in the opinion 
of the police department and Pinkerton de- 
tectives the much wanted man is aboard 
the steamer America, which left Duluth for 
Port Arthur, Canada, yesterday. The Ca- 
nadian officials have been notified, and be- 
fore the passengers are allowed to depart a 
thorough search will be made for Btensland. 


Board Negligent of Affairs. 


The story of official negligence at the bank 
which has come to light shows that at no 
time in recent years were the savings de-‘ 
positors in the bank assured of the slightest 
protection by the board of directors. Stens- 
land, with his son and a couple of friendly 
stockholders, controlled a majority of the 
stock. Stockholders’ meetings for the elec- 
tion of directors invariably were perfunctory, t 
and Stensland's slate always was adopted. 

The activity of Stensland’s directors was 
even more perfunctory. The regular meet- 
ings seldom were attended by all of the mem- 
bers of the board, and no system prevailed 
in their attention to the affairs of the insti- 
tution. Directors Kirkeby and Johnson, 
whom Stensland placed on the board, admit 
that they had no intimate knowledge of the 
business carried. on by the bank, and excuse 
themselves on the ground that they had 
implicit confidence in the president. 


Loan Committee Failed to Meet. 

So far as the investigators have learned 
the only pretense made by the board to 
watch the conduct of the businese was the 
appointment of a *“‘lcan committee.””

Housekeeper Accuses Banker. 


Relatives of Mrs. Mary McCracken, Stens- 
land’s former housekeeper, living at Sterling, 
Ill., recall statements made by Mrs, Me- 
Cracken two weeks ago to the effect that 
Stensland may have gone to his former home 
in Norway. After leaving the employ of 
Stensland, Mrs. McCracken went to visit re]- 
atives in Sterling. 

She said Stengland had been making prep- 
arations to go to Norway for at least six 
months past. It is known, however, that 
Stensiand’s contemplated trip to Norway 
was to have been made as a member of a 
committee appointed by the Norwegian na- 
tional league to go to Nonway for the coro- 
nation of King Haakon VII. 

A week before the committee started for 
Europe Stensland suddenly announced his 
resignation from the committee, giving as a 
reason that pressing business affairs re- 
quired his presence athome.

Outside of the names of 
Director Kirkeby, Francis 8. Peabody, a man 
named Koehler, and half a dozen men known 
to have been associated with Stensland in 
business, the names on the list are those of 
small foreign shopkeepers in the neighbor- 
hood and small depositors in the bank. The 
names for the most part are Norwegian, 
Swedish, Polish, Bohemian, Hungarian, etc, 
A good many of them are unpronounceable 
to Anglo-Saxon tongues and the signatures 
on the forged notes are close imitations of 
the chirography of a poor and foreign popu- 
lation. 

Names of Depositors Forged. 

All the persone whcese names Stensiand 
forged to notes were depositors in his bank. 
Their signatures were at his disposal! for the 
purpose of imitation. The note bearing the 
name of Koehler, a large depositor, is for 
$15,000. Then there are the names of some 
fifty Polish and Bohemian saloonkeepers, 
grocers, dry goods merchants, real estate 
agents, and other business men whose names 
are signed to notes for. amounts around. $10,- 
uo each.

Some one with the ingenuity of Don Quix- 
ote furnished a wenderful scheme to put 
the notorious gambling boat, the City of 
Traverse, out of commiseion yesterday. The 


idea was to eliminate the wireless communi- 
cation with the pirate craft, depriving it of 
race results, by sounding a huge fog horn, 
whose vibrations would “ blur ’’ the wirelees 
messages. . 

Like a chapter from Cervantes, the results 
were grotesquely disastrous. The gamblers 
laugh®@d at the police in the tug Andly;. the 
life saving crews from Jeckson park and 
South Chicago believing the sounds to be 
distress signals, hurried to the Hyde Park 
crib; sailboats, launches, motor boate, and 
an armada of small craft rushed to the res- 
cue, while the shore from Kenwood to South 
Chicago wes lined with persons fearing an 
excursion boat disaster. 

The news bureaus bulletined that the “ City 
of Traverse was burning.” 


Police Innocent, Collins Says. 

Chief of Police Collins refused to believe 
that any one In the police department was re- 
sponsible for the idea. He denied knowledge 
of any plans for a marine raid upon the City 
of Traverse, and stated that if there were 
police In the tug Andy they were from some 
outlying station, 
without his knowledge. Both life saving 
crews, however, were certain the attempt to 
put the boat out of business was made by 
the police. The Smith-Perry-White syn- 
dicate, which operates the boat, charged the 
diabolical scheme up to “ Mont’’ Tennes, 
their jealous rival.

The chief inconvenience suffered was 
the blatant noise sounded from the fog horn 
of the Andy, which hovered close to the side 
of the larger boat all afternoon, and made 
the deck of the outlaw ship a bedlam.

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BiG FIRE SPREADS FANT. 


THREE BUILDINGS ON WEST SIDE 
ARE WRECKED. 


Biaze in Machinery District Quickly 
Razes. Two Story Stracture and Is 
Communicated to Higher Ones Ad- 
joining—Chief Horan in Command 
and Tugs Help Street Apparatus— 
First Test for Present Double Plia- 
toon—Loss Is $100,000. 


The west side machinery district was 
threatened early this morning by a fire that 
destroyed a four story building at 44-46 
Clinton street and a two story structure ad- 
joining at 650-52, and damaged a third at 54- 
56. The loss was $100,000. The fire was the 
first large blaze which the latest two platoon 
system in the district has had to fight. . 

Crossed wires are believed to have started 
the blaze which appeared first in the plant 
of the National Stamping and Electric com- 
pany at & Olinton street. Other sufferers 
were the E. A. Delano company, manufac- 
turers of shaftings and pulleys at 50 and 52 
Clinton street. J. McDonald. marufacturers 
of special machinery, occupy the second 
floor of this bullding. 

The fire was discovered by a pedestrian, 
who notified truck company No. 2, which 
is less than 100 feet away in Clinton street, 
but before the first detachment of fire ap- 
paratus was on hand the blaze had gained 
great headway. 

Fanned by a south wind, the sparks set fire 
to the larger brick building adjoining. Here 
the first floor is occupied by E. G. T. Collies 
& Co., fron and brass specialties. W. H. 
Lucas occupies the second floor, while the 
third and fourth are occupied by C. F. Stone, 
laundry machinery manufacturer.

Meanwhile the flames continued to spread.

While the firemen were 
fighting the flames in the front of the buikd- 
ings sparks were carried to the roofs of 
many of the buildings in the vicinity, neces- 
sitating the sending of firemen to the roofs 
of the structures.

OChief Horan took charge when he arrived 
soon after a cail had been made for more en- 
He saw the possibilities of the fire 
spreading and the men were urged to do 
their best to confine it. 

As this was the first real test of the double 
platoon system as now arranged, it was re- 
garded with special interest by Chief Horan. 
The rapid spread of the flames made it diffi- 
cult to estimate the merita of the new system. 
The buildings and their contents were so 
combustible that they were blawing twenty 
minutes after the first alarm was sent in. 


BADENOCH LEADS BY COUNT. 


Official Canvass Makes Several 
Changes in Popular Vote at 
Primaries. 


The official canvass of the primaries in 
Chicago, completed last night by the elec- 
tion board, gives Ald. Badenoch, on the re- 
publican ticket, the lead in the poptlar vote

GROUND TO DEATH BY GRIP CAR;

Old Chief Seeks Power; Reform- 
Remember Threats of Shot- 


ers Join in Forming New 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Coudert today frustrated a second 
attack on Fred L. Coudert’s pier, part of 
which was torn down on Thursday, together 
with a pier belonging to George C. Maxwell 
of New York, and two stone walls on the | 
adjoining property of Louis C. Tiffany, the | 
New York jeweler, because they obstructed | 
the Shore road, which is a favorite riding path ) 
of President Roosevelt. 


The long expected split In the Teamsters’ 
@nion came to pass yesterday, with Cornelius 
P. Shea as the dividing rock. 

Shea was repudiated by delegates claiming 
to represent 15,000 team drivers in the United 
States. These leaders bolted the convention 
and launched a new union. They selected 
for their motto: “ We stand for the men on 


the wagons,’ believing that the day ofsingle 
man cictatorship as represented by Shea has 
passed in the labor movement. 

The denounced teamSters’ chief made a 
valiant fight to prevent @eintegration of his 
Union, At first belittling the “ rebelion,”’ as 
he termec,the division in the ranks, Shea aft- 
erward,.when the size of the revolution grew 
#tertliingly large, held out an olive branch. 
It wae rejected. 


Shea Appeals to Gompers. 

Later he sent a telegram to President Sam- 
wel Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor appealing to him to hasten to Chicago 
and stem the tide of dissolution. 

There still is a possibility that the factions 
may be reunited. The sole condition is that 
Shea step out entirely. Thus far he has 
refused to retire in the interest of harmony. 

The bolt in the convention was led by the 
New York teamsters, who, after being denied 
seats in the session, left the hall, headed by 
W. H. Ashton, a big truck driver. Twenty- 
one local unions in Chicago and the entire 
Bt. Louis delegation, the Detroit teamsters, 
and the drivers from San Francisco and other 
Smaller cities followed. A little more than 
half of the Chicago union, together with the 
Boston, Philadelphia, New Orleans, and 
Providence teamsters stuck to Shea. 


Albert Young Leads Bolt. 

The chief figure in. the revolt, however, 
was Albert Young, once himself supreme 
Gictator of the Chicago teamsters. A year 
ago Shea and Young were hand in glove in 
the manipulation of teamsters’ union affairs. 
Young has been itching for power and what 
goes with it ever since. But he hasan excuse 
ready. 

“I -could not stand for Shea any longer,” 
was his explanation. ‘‘ He was too swift for 
me.” 

Shea, in reply, dubbed his former associate 
@ “chronic trouble maker.” He pointed out 
that Young five years ago led a revolt from 
the’ old Team Drivers’ International union 
and organized a union of his own in Chicago. 
Shea hinted that John C. Driscoll, the 
“ strike expert,” is behind the present seces- 
Sion movement. He asserted Young is seek- 
ing to raise himself to power again. 

Young may succeed in being elected presi- 
‘dent of the new union. The man hae not yet 
been definitely selected, but the choice lies 
between Young and a candidate from the so- 
called “lily white ’’ faction, probably either 
John Sheridan of the ice drivers, Frank Ray 
of the commission teamsters, or N. W. Evane 
ef Bloomington, Il. 


Bolters Gather in Another Hall. 

When the convention opened at 145 Ran- 
doiph street in the morning, it was apparent 
the split in the union was inevitable. The 
anti-Shea men remained away, and retired 
to Koch's hall, at 10 Clark street, where they 
organized a meeting of their own. 

The Shea faction dispatched a committee 
to treat with the “‘ bolters,”’ and word was 
gent back that the New York delegates must 
be seated. Shea replied they had not paid 
their dues, but offered to listen to their de- 
fense. Accordingly another committee was 
appointed, which appeared before the Shea 
eonvention and explained their position. 

W. H. Ashton, as chairman of this com- 
mittee, asserted the New York union had 
mot paid their dues because Shea had with- 
held strike benefits from the truck drivers 
when they were on estrike in the east last 
fell. Shea retorted with the statement that 
the strike had béen called illegelly, to which 
the New York men rejoined that the big Chi- 
cago strike called by Shea had set them a 
bad example in this direction. 

The discussion lasted the greater part of 
the afternoon. It was punctuated by hilari- 
ous applause, much bitter language on both 
sides, and the frequent silencing tattoo of 
President Shea's trusty gavel. 


Policemen Stand on Guard. 

During the session policemen agafm stood 
guard outside the hall, ready to rush In and 
separate the disputants if they became too 
violent. This was not necessary, for when 
the situation became acute the anti-Shea 
committee left the hall and hurried away to 
their camp. where they reported that Shea 
held the fort and that they might as well en- 
Geavor to move Gibralter as induce the chief 
to surrender. ; 

Gathered at the Clark street headquarters 
Was a queer assortment of leaders. Such 
bitter anti-Shea managers as Frank Ray of 
the commission drivers, A. J. Reed of the fur- 
miture teamsters and Patrick McMahon of 
the brick drivers, who have opposed Shea for 
years, mingled with former Shea lieutenants 
guch as Hugh McGee and William J. Kelly of 
the truck and coal teamsters. All were out to 
Gown Shea, however, and they forgot their 
eld differences in the common cause.

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BEER STARTS A MUTINY. 


SAILORS AND MARINES IN SAVAGE 
OUTBREAK AT NAVY YARD.

Drunken Brawl at League Island 
Leads to Insurrection in Which 
Bayonets Are Used Freely — Riot 
May Cost Two Lives-—-Heavy Sen- 
tences for Men Who Started Carouse 
and Trouble—Battle the Outcome 


of an, Old Grudge. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 8.—[Special.}—As a 
result of a drunken brawl and mutiny at 
League Island Navy yard two men are at 
the point of death, five marines are in double 
irons on board the receiving ship Lancaster 
and ten sailors are under arrest. 

A fight between sailore and marines pre- 

ceded the mutiny. Officers hearing the up- 
roar called out an armed force of marines 
te quell the disturbance. It was resistance 
to them that constituted mutiny. 
Monday night Privates Burnett, Henzy, 
Haggerty, Alderson, Erbe, and Nowlands of 
the marine corps left the yard and went to 
Gloucester, across the Delaware. The men 
sold their uniforme and with the money 
bought beer. When they returned to the 
yard they bad two and a half barrels of beer 
in the boat. This they smuggled into the 
yard and soon a score or more of the men in 
the summer camp were drunk. 

Several sailors who are quartered in the 
camp wanted some of the beer, but the ma- 
rines, owing to a long standing enmity, re- 
fused. A fight ensued and the row attracted 
Sergeant Kelly, who was in charge of the 
guard. Kelley rushed at the men who were 
fighting and attempted to restore peace. In 
the rush made by the sailors Private Burnett 
was thrown and his throat cut apperently 
with a bayonet. Henzy was struck with a 
clubbed rifle, his right arm fractured, and a 
finger on the left hand severed. 


Armed Marines Quell Fight. 

The cries by this time had aroused the en- 
tire camp and the alarm whistle was blown. 
Chief Boatswain Garrett, on the Lancaster, 
heard the whistle and called out the orew. 
Forty men, marines and blue jackets, were 
armed and rushed ashore. 

Boatswain Garrett attempted to arrest 
Burnett, the marine wounded in the first part 
of,the fight. Burnett seized a loaded rifle 
ahd pointed it at the boatswain, and was 
about to pull the trigger when a soldier 
plunged a bayonet through his arm. In a 
few minutes he was overpowered. His 
friends then made fof the marshes that sur- 
round the camp. There followed a chase and 
roundup which lasted until neeriy 11 o'clock. 
Shots were fired and hand to hand combats 
were fought before all the rebelllouse men 
were taken. 


Bayonets Used Freely. 

After the mutineers had been placed under 
arrest they were taken aboard the receiving 
ship. On the way over one prisoner broke 
away from two marines and tried to escape. 
A bayonet thrust brought him to the ground, 
and, with the rest of the mutinous marines, 
he was dragged aboard the ghip and clapped 
into double irons. F 

Ten bluejackets who were implicated in the 
fighting also were placed under arrest. Capt. 
Miller ordered that Burnett and Henzy, who 
were the ringleaders, should be given a gen- 
eral court martial. They were brought be- 
fore the mast in bandages. Sentences vary- 
ing from one to five years in the naval prison 
at Chelsea, Mass., is the penalty for their 
offense. 

The other marines who took part in the out- 
break were given from ten days to thirty 
days each in double irone and deffived of 
liberty for six months. 

Marines Johnson and Price are not expect- 
ed to recover from woundsé they received in 
the fight. 


WARN OF FAKE SOLICITORS. 


Employers’ Association Sends Out No- 
tice Advising Against “Union”! 
Picnics. 


The Employers’ assoctation yesterday sent 
out notices to its members warning them 
to beware of fake solicitors from labor unions 
aml other organizations who profess to be 
selling tickets to “union piontes” and ad- 
vertising space in ‘‘ souvenir programs.” It 
was said the Chicago employers annually 
are held up for about $10,000 in this way. 

Judge Bethea in the United States court 
refused to grant a restraining order against 
a hure?red striking corémekers and molders 
formerly employed by the American Shoe 
Brake and Foundry company at Chicago 
Heights for picketing. 

The Building Managers’ association will 
meet today to consider the strike in 100 down-~- 
town buildings. About 75 per cent of the 
employés, it was said, have refused to join 
the strike.

FOUR TAKE THEIR LIVES. 


THREE WOMEN AND ONE MAN 
COMMIT SUICIDE. 


Mrs. William Jones Hangs Herself in 
Hospital Room—Anna Krall,. 15 
Years Old, Drinks Poison — Julia 
Poletsos Wades Into Ogden Park 
Lagoon and Drowns, After Casting 
Away Life Preserver—Mayer Ro- 
seribaum Not Murdered, 


Three Chicago women and girls committed 
suicide yesterday and a man who was 
drowned on Tuesday was declared to have 
taken his own life. One of tue women 
drowned herself, another hanged herself, and 
the third drank poison. 

Two attempted suicides also were reported. 
A woman jumped into the lake and was res- 
cued and a man cut his throat. 


The Dead. 

JONES, MRS. WILLIAM, hanged herself to a 
steam pipe in a hoepital at Kewanee, where she 
was for treatment for dementia. 

KRALL, ANNA, 15 years old, 584 West Chicago 
avenue, drank acid; her uncle, with whom she 
lived, gave no reason for her act 

POLETSOS, JULIA, @ years old, 7500 Bishop 
street, waded into the lagoon at Ogden park and 
was drowned, after casting away a life preserver 
that was thrown to her. | 

ROSENBAUM, MAYER, 174 Halsted street, a 
salesman, drowned in Lake Michigan at Wau- 
kegan: supposed at first that he had been mur- 
dered. 

Attempted Suicides. 

Att, Alexander, 26 years old, 171 North Halsted 
street, a bartender, cut his throat; taken to 
county hospital; will recover. 

Unidentified woman, fumped Into the lake off 
Van Buren street, was saved by spectators and 
taken to the Ciicago Emergency hospital. 


Finds, Death in Lagoon. 

Miss Poletsos, who lived with her uncle, 
George Rozakles, 7309 Bishop street,was born 
in Greece, and had been in the Unéted States 
It is believed she was homesick 


She left Mrs. Rozaklies in the latter’s house 
at 10:30 a. m., saying she was going for a 
walk in the park. The girl went to the park, 
where several men working nearby saw her a 
few minutes later. 

She was observed to walk into the lagoon 

from the west. The laborers thought it 
freakish, dommenting that the woman, ap- 
parently, was going to take a bath without 
the formality of putting on suitable gar- 
ments or seeking a special pool. Mise Pol- 
etsos waded still farther into the lagoon 
and the water came to her chin. Then she 
was seen to be waving her arms above her 
head, and presently she disappeared. 


Spurns Life Preserver; Drowns. 

The workmen ran to the pond and sought 
means to help at a landing place for boats. 
A life preserver lay there and John Nelson, 
5014 May street, threw it across the water to 
where Miss Poletsos’ head had appeared 
again. It fell within a few inches of her 
and she raised her arm and thrust ft away. 
Then she disappeared once more and did not 
come to the eurface again. 

Mrs. Rogakles said she knew no reason why 
her niece should take her life. 

* Uniess it was because she has been trou- 
bled with bad dreams,’ Mrs. Rozakles added. 
“She has told of dreaming she was in all 
sorts of trouble. Recently she said in the 
morning she had thought she was drown- 
ing.”’ 

Rozakles has a large family and neighbors 
said Miss Poletsos was expected to doa large 
part of the housework. 


Save Woman from Suicide. 

A woman who concealed Her identity tried 
to commit suicide at noon by jumping into 
the lake at Van Buren street. John Refetes, 
870 Marshfield avenue, who, with his son 
Thomas, saw her plunge into the water and 
leaped in after her. With the help of others 
he brought her to shore and she was taken 
to the Chicago Emergency hospital. There 
she refused to give her name. 

“I have had trouble,”’ she said, “ much 
trouble. I can’t go home.” &

The first indications that Rosenbaum was 
murdered at Waukegan were misleading, 
Coroner Taylor said.

A post mortem examination was held, which 
further disproved the suicide theory, when 
it was found death was due to dilation of 
the heart. 

Dr. Crawford had an office at 8 Ashland 
boulevard for several years. The body will 
be shipped to Beaver Creek, IIl., for burial, 
a brother from Streator arriving to take 
charge of it. Dr. Crawford and Mrs. Sykes 
were to have been married at Streator in 
the afternoon.

Sends Protest to Harkin.

D. V. Harkin—Dear Bir: Inclosed you will 
find a clipping from one of the Chicago papers in 
reference to the lose of iife on the scenic rallway at 
Sans Souci. 

You will recall that this structure is the one 
that we property owners on Langley avenue made 
a fight on last March before the committee on 
buildings of the common council. | ; 

I called your attention at the-time to the fact that 
this structure was dangerous and was not con- 
structed on proper lines, that there was danger 
to fe and limb, that the’structure was unsightly, 
that ite operation caused a great deal of noise, and 
that it kept us awake till midnight every night. 

The managemem informed you and your com- 
mittee at that time that this structure was abso- 
lately safe and that it would be noiseless, as rubber 
padding would be placed undef the rails. 

The scenic railway is not noiseless; no padding 
has been placed under the rails; and you would be 
doing the property owners a great favor if you 
could suggest some plan whereby the Sans Souci 
people could be made to reduce the noise.

Cowen fainted at the shock on reaching the 
sharp turn tn the structure and th&t the ac- 
cident, therefore, was unavoidable. The 
management's failure to give Mrs, Cowen 
the attention that might have been expected 
was explained by the fact that Manager 
Wolf was at dinner at the Casino at the time. 


SEEK MORE LIGHT ON MURDER.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 8.—The official 
telegraph agency tonight reports the forma- 
tlon at Yekraerinoslav of a reactionary or- 
ganization, whose purpose is to exact a life 
for a life for every official killed by the revo- 
kutionists. The murder of ex-Deputy Hert- 
senstein is an example of this procedure.

ANNUAL HOLY TRIP OPPOSED ON 
HYGIENIC GROUNDS. 


Doctors Generally Declare Event Is a 
Great Spreader of Disease, Among 
the Objectors Being Prominent 
Catholics—Holy Water Allowed to 
Become Filthy Through the Sick 
Bathing in It — Trains Carrying 
Visitors Not Sanitary. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


PARIS, Aug 8.—The prospect of the annual 
Pilgrimage to Lourdes, beginning a week 
from today, has aroused strong protests from 
hygtenists against the perpetuation of the 
medieval practice, which, they declare, not 
only is harmful to the pilgrims themselves, 
but dangerous to the public health. 

Prof. Jean de Bonnefon invited opinions 
from pathologists of France on the subject. 
He received 11,221 replies. Of this number an 
infinitesimal minorit#&\ which significantly 
included the doctors at Lourdes itself, de- 
fends the pilgrimage. 

Many Catholics Denounce It. 

The remainder, including many eminent 
and avowed Catholics. denounce the main- 
tenance of the custom as a serious danger to 
Pilgrims and the community generally. 

Among the chief objects of denunciation 
is piscina, in which sufferers are bathed. 
This water, which is supposed to have heal- 
ing efficacy, is not changed throughout the 
pilgrimage. It is absolutely filthy. No mat- 
ter what kind of virulent sores there are the 
devotee’s body is plunged into the water re- 
gardless of spreading contagion. If a med- 
joal practitioner @'d such a thing he would be 
prosecuted immediately. 


Trains Full of Disease. 
Furthefmore trains conveying shoals of 
diseased persqne, on which the most ele- 
mentary rules of hygiene are violated, con- 
stitute a perpetual danger to pilgrims, sub- 
sequent travelers, and residents of the dis- 
tricts through which they pass.

The work is terrible, not in itself, not in its 
heat, but in ite high pressure conditions. 

Little, spindle legged boys, whose certifi- 
cate says they are 14, but whose faces and 
forms give the lie to their papers, are com- 
pelled@ actually to run from the blower to 
the annealing furnace with a load of half 
cooleg glass carried on tridents or long shov- 
els. The load is not excessive and the work 
itself is not flagrant. It is the pace which 
kills. 

Our little boy worker in the glass factory 
is employed for nine hours a day. His work, 
when honestly analyzed, is not too hard, ex- 
cept as any work is too hard for a growing 
boy, who should be learning, playing, and 
sleeping tn about equal proportions, He is 
paid better than most boys. He often earns 
4s much ag his big sister employed in the 
city department store. His chances of pro- 
motion are good. He is.to all intents and 
purposes a paid apprentice—that is to say, 
he is learning a good trade and is unusually 
well paid for his period of probatior. 


Well Paid but Driven Hard. 

All this is in his favor, and it should be 
honestly stated. What hurts the boy is that 
he, at a weekly wage, is compelled to keep 
pace with his industrial superiors, each of 
whom works by the piece, and each of whom, 
likewise, is impelled. by personal interest to 
pack as much completed work as possible 
into the nine hour workday. Hvery minute 
gained by the piece worker shows itself in 
his envelope at the end of the week. 

But the “ carrying-in"’’ boy, who works 
for wages, what of him? The harder the 
piece worker labors the oftener the molten 
giass at the end of the blow pipe its skill- 
fully swayed to and fro and aloft like a 
methodical gigantic firefiy, the worse it is 
for the @@rrying-in " boy, who gets the 
same wages whether the blowers are dili- 
gent or delinquent. It is the inequality of 
forcing the juvenile weekly wage earner to 
keep pace with the highly priced piece work- 
er which immediately strikes the thought- 
ful but untechnical observer in a glass fac- 
tory.

NAVAL RESERVE SHAM FIGHT

The 
Wolverine seamen and marines advanced 
on the right of the main attack, and the 
Dorothea’s company charged through the 
woods on the left. 

After the poa@ition had been carried by a 
bayonet charge the men were inspected by 
Commander Morrell and Adjt. Gen. Mc- 
Gurrin. They then returned to their re- 
spective ships. In the afternoon all the 
ships went to sea for fleet tactics and ma- 
neuvers until 5 o'clock, then returned to 
their anchorage, where a torpedo attack was 
repeiled shortly after dark.

Corporations Will Appeal. 

Corporation attorneys announce they will

BATTLE IS HARD FOUGHT. 


Reulbach Is Succeeded by Brown 
in Ninth Inning, When the 
Giants Make Rally.

New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Chicago 
Won a great 3 to 2 victory over the Giants to- 
éay in the final game of the series. Chance’s 
men participated in a signal triumph of the 
National league over McGrawism, which wit- 
nesses what promises to be the GQiwn of a new 
era of sportsmanship at the New York polo 


grounds. 

Events in this red letter day in National 
league history were both numerous and im- 
portant. They began with the arrival of 
President Pulliam, ready to back the Chicago 
club to the limit against Brush's lawless ef- 
forte to rule or ruin the National league. 
Then came the complete backdown of Brush 
when he was convinced that a continuation 
of his bluff meant the forfeit of another game 
to Chicago and the loss of a greater sum of 
money. 

New York Cheers for Umpires. 

This backdown opened the gates of the 
Polo grounds to Umpires Johnstone and 
Emsilie, whose appearance marked another 
great feature of the day. Inetead of riot 
and bioodshed so freely predicted by Mc- 
Graw the great crowd stood up and cheered 
the indicator men all the way across the 
field, repeating it when they took their 
Places to start the contest. 

More wonders were yet to come, for that 
crowd applauded the Spuds as no visiting 
team has been cheered in this town in years. 
They kept it up all through the game and 
fairly compelled the Giants to cease their 
habitual kicking by roasting and hissing 
¢very local player who raised a protest 
against an umpire’s decision. 

Last and best of all was the great game 
Stself, bitterly, brilliantly, and cleanly con- 
tested, with its resulting victory for Chi- 
cago after one of the most frantically ex- 
eiting finishes of recent years. 


Brown Into the Breach.

WORLD—The New York baseball team needs 
a kind friend to tell it to "play ban **— 
better ball if ft can—anda leave squabbling and 
rioting to overheated fans on the stands. It might 
simplify matters immensely if the New Yorkers 
could select all umpires and assign them to games 
according to the club's preference after a trial, 

SUN—There appears to be no excuse for the 
conduct of the New York team in the game on 
Monday or in preventing Tuesday's contest. The 
attitude of its maehagers substantiates te a de- 
gree the charges of rowdyism that have been made 
against the club this year. It is highly improbable 
that Inspector Sweeney of the Police department 
suggested the exclusion of Umpire Johnstone from 
the Polo grounds on Tuesday, as President Brush 
of the New York club implies.

PLANK VS. PATTERSON, 


Both Pitchers in Fine Form; 
Eleven Out of Twelve Now 
Chicago’s Record, —

The tenth inning had arrivea The Amer!i- 
can league baseball teams of Chicago and 
Philadelphia had battled desperately behind 
matchless pitching through the term of @a 
regular game, and, with the score 0 to ® 
they went into extra innings, winning in the 
final effort, 1 to 0. 

A great crowd, worked into a frenzy by the 
developments of the afternoon, screamed and 
yelled, suddenly grew silent as the vantage 
swung towards the champions, and broke 
forth into choruses of excited delight as 
the White Sox gained the advantage. 

The White Sox—a few weeks ago despised 
and relegated to the rear ranks in the Amer!l- 
can league race—were battling desperate- 
ly to continue the most sensational mid 
season rally in the history of baseball; fiight- 
ing to make it four straight victories over 
the champion Athletics, and eleven out of 
twelve on the home grounds. With third 
place cinched, second place within reaching 
distance, and first. place just a bit away, the 
Sox faced Plank. 


Mack in Last Ditch. 


Connie Mack had placed his last line of de- 
fenses and sent in Plank, the premier pitcher 
of the American league, to stop the rush of 
Comiskey’s men towards the lead in the 
league race. He bad drawn on all his re- 
serves, rearranged his team, and sent his 
most powerful club into the fleld. 

And opposing the great Plank was Roy Pat- 
terson, the St. Croix wonder, am alleged has 
been. Behind them the teams were playing 
the most wonderful ba!l of the year. Inning 
after inning was reeled off in record time, 
with scarcely a chance toscore. Each team 
had had its opportunities. Twice a hit would 
have driven home a run for Chicago, but the 
hit never came. Twice a single, an error, 
almost anything, would have given the Ath- 
letics a score and victory. , 


Patterson an Enigma. 


The Athletics were fighting against abso- 
lute rout, desperately, grimly, and with bit- 
ter determination to avenge the defeate of 
the three preceding days. They had gar- 
nered just five hits off the wonderful! pitch- 
ing of Patterson, the resurrected wonder, 
while the best the Sox could do was one lone 
single—that made by Jones in the first in- 
ning. 

So the tenth began. The crowd already 
had roared itself hoarse over the defeat of 
New York by the Chicago Nationals, and 
over the fast, scintillating play before them. 

A groan went up ag Patterson, wabbling 
for an instant, let Monte Cross walk, after 
having two strikes on him. Lennox, who 
had come within a few incheg of throwing 
the game away by wild heaves four differ- 
ent times, laid down a perfect sacrifice, but 
Tannehill, keeping up his wonderful work, 
got Powers’ hard bounder back on the grass 
and threw out the runner. Then Sullivan, 
chasing back under the front of the grand 
stand, hauled down Plank’s foul fly. 


That Strenuous Tenth. 


It was up to the Sox. George Davis was 
leading, so the crowd, worked into a frenzy, 
howled and screamed as ball after ball went 
wide of the plate, until Davis drew a pass 
to first. Donohue was up to sacrifice, and 
the great crowd stood up and howled for 
him to lay down a bunt and sacrifice himself 
for the good of the team. Donouue bunted, 
but as his pop fiy fell into Plank’s hands 
the crowd groaned. 

Pat Dougherty, a lineal descendant of Gari- 
baldi and one of the new recruits, faced the 
mighty Plank. 

Plank pitched. The ball cut the heart of 
the plate, and one strike was registered. 

Again Plank pitched. The ball, curving 
nor-norwest, a point west, with much speed, 
cut towards the heart of the plate, just ag 
Patta Da Dort swung his warclub. 


Dougherty Brings In the Run. 

There was a crack like an automobile tire 
exploding. Murphy leaped vainly into the air 
and stuck up entreating hands. The ball 
fiashed straight to right center, while Davis 
was tearing for the plate. Seybold and Lord 
were in frantic pursuit of the sphere, while 
the crowd, standing up, roared and seethed 
with noise, screamed, yelled, beat each other, 
threw their hats in the air as Davis, racing 
across the plate, scored the run that made the 
day the most momentous in Chicago's base- 
ball history. 


Case of Just Supposing. 


That run lifted the Sox back into society, 
gave them the best chance at the American 
league pennant of any of the four contest- 
ants—considering the route yet to be traveled 
—and raised in the hearts of Chicago fans the 
hope of two pennants for Chicago and a post 
season series thet would eclipse everything 
ever known in baseball.

On Creditors’ Petition Receiver 
Is Appointed for Former 
Postmaster.

$10,000 LOSS REPORTED. 


Trusted Relative Said to Have Em- | 


bezzled Official’s Pri- 


vate Funds. 


Former Postmaster Frederick HB. Coyne 
was forced into involuntary bankruptcy yes- 
terday on a bill fled by threé creditors. The 
Chicago Title and Trust company was ap- 
pointed receiver by Judge Bethea. It will 
continue Mr. Coyne’s bakery and lunch buai- 
ness, and, his attorneys said, may pay off 
his debts of $50,000 in less than a year. Mr. 
Coyne, who has been active in west side poli- 
ties, has just finished a losing fight against 
Congressman Lorimer. 

The creditors who filed the bankruptcy 
petition are the Eckhart & Swan Milling 
company, through its attorneys, West, Eck- 
hart & Taylor, with claims of $28,101; A. T. 
Hemstreet, trading as W. J. Hemstreet & 
pail claims, $1,145; and Irwin Bros. & Co., 


In their yrs the creditors allege that 
within the last four months Mr. Coyne, while 
insolvent, committed an act of bankruptcy 
by transferring to Reid, Murdoch & Co. 1,500 
shares of capital stock of the Pitney Postal 
Machine company. This stock is worth, it 
is asserted, $15,000, and its transfer is de- 
clared to have been madé with the intent to 
refer the wholesale grocers over other cred- 
tors. 
Lost $10,000 Through Employes. 

Another feature of the proceedings is the 
statement that Mr. Coyne lost $10,000 while 
postmaster through the embezzlement of an 
employé in his private business. This em- 
ployé, it ie sald, is a relative and has been 
repaying in small sums. Hence he has not 
been prosecuted. This loss, coming when 
Mr. Coyne was oocupied with his duties as 
postmaster and had not the time to attend 
to his private interests, is heli partly re- 
sponsible for the failure. 

When he was succeeded by Fred A. Busse 
as postmaster, Mr. Coyne returned to his 
bakery and restaurant business and en- 
d@eavored to recoup his loss, but his efforts 
were without avail. With the burden of his 
heavy losses he could not meet all of his 
obligations. His creditors held several meet- 
ings and bankruptcy proceedings finally were 
decided upon. 


Postmaster and Revenue Collector. 


Mr. Coyne was appointed postmaster on 
April 1, 1902, and continued in that capacity 
until. Jan. 8 1906. Previous to that he 
served a term ae# collector of internal revenue, 
the position now held by Henry L. Hertz. 
Roth his appointments came from President 
William McKinley. 

While postmaster Mr. Coyne inaugurated 
many improvements. He was a supporter 
of the underground électric railway system of 
handling mails. His plan was realised June 
16, 1906, when the first consignment of mail 
left the postoffice for the La Salle street sta- 
tion under groun@® The system since has 
been extended. ’ 

His duties as postmaster so engrossed his 
attention that his private interests suffered. 
He spent his days at the postoffice, and en- 
deavored to manage his other business early 
in the morning and late at night. Thus, it is 
said, it was not difficult for the trusted em- 
ployé to betray him, 


His Career in Politics. 


In politics Mr. Coyne has been fighting 
Congressman William Lorimer for the last 
eight or ten years ih every primary district

through whose influence hé was named post- 
master and internal revenue collector,

“God Help Mah Who Testifies” Common 
Ory on Streets of Springfield in Oase 
of Leaders of Negro Baiters.

Springfield, Mo., Aug. 8.—[Special.}—Hill 
Gooch, charged with murder in the first de- 
gree in being one of the leaders of @ mob 
which hanged and burned Fred Coker, Hor- 
ace Duncan, and Will Allen, negroes, in the 
public square on the night of April 14, wae 
placed on trial today. 

With the beginning af the trial came a re- 
newal of threats made after the lynching 
while the grand jury was considering the ) 
case that ff any of the supposed mob leaders 
were brought to trial public sentiment would 
be expressed by further violence. Outside 
the courthouse men gathered in little groups 
and whenever heard the sentiment alwaye 
Was the same— God help the man that 
gives testimony in these oases.” 

When Gooch’s case was called, Attorney O. 
T. Hamlin pleaded not guilty in behalf of his 
client and immediately began an afgument . 
on a motion calling on the state to indorse the 
names of witnesses on the indictment. Judge 
A. W. Lincoln sustained the motion, and the 
prosecuting attorney’s office started on a 
day’s work to furnish the defense the: names 
of 527 witnesses who have been summoned — 
by the state. 

Boon after the trial was begun J. L. Maxey, 
one of the regular panel of jurors, received 
word that his hotise, fifteen miles west of 
Springfield, had been struck by lightning, his 
two children killed, and the house destroyed. 
He was excused from further service. 


THIRD ARREST AT SALISBURY; 
ONE OF LYNCHERS CONFESSES 


Supposed Leader of Mob Which 
Hanged Three Negroes Admits Bat- 
tering Down Doors of Jail. 


Salisbury, N. C., Aug. 8.—({Special.J—Bully 
Boy, alias Billy McConneyhead, aged 23. 
years, of thie city tonight was landed in jail, 
charged with participation in the lynching 
of the negroes Gillespies and Dillingham here 
on Monday. McConneyhead, it is said, is the 
man who climbed the tree and tied the rope 
by which the three men were hanged. He 
makes the third to goto jafl. the others being 
George Hall and Francis J, Cross. All the 
prisoners were indicted for murder in the 
first degree, and bail denied in each instance. 

Tonight George Hall, the first man arrested, 
eonfessed to Bolicitor Hammer. He pleaded 
guilty to going to the jail with the mob, and 
with a sledive hammef assisting In battering 
down the doors through which the prisoners 
were taken. He would not admit he tied 
ropes around the necks of the victims, 

The minimum sentence for admitted crime | 
is twenty years in the penitentiary. All 
the prisoners will, however, be tried for their 
lives. 

In view of current threats to liberate Hall 
and others who have been arrésted the Rowan 
Rifles have been called out to assist the com- 
panies from Charlotte and Statesville in 
maintaining order at the jail. The city prac- 
tically is under martial law.

WHY NOT ASK QUESTIONS? 

Tt is said that a number of forged and 
fictitious notes have been found among the 
assets of the Stensiand bank. Among 
them is one note for $10,000 four years 
old bearing the forged signature of a 
prominent business man. The natural 
question is why successive bank examina- 
tions did not disclose the fact that some, 
at least, of this paper was spurious, 

The president of the Merchants’.Loan 
ajd Trust: company, an- old and éxperi- 
er banker, has a ready answer. He 


exdminer “to prove the. genuineness or 
otherwise of every signature on.the paper 
shown him as the securities held by the 
bank as collaterals for loans. Ifa note, say, 
for $100,000, and alleged to be signed by 
me big, well known packer, is among the 
ties submitted for his inspection, how 
wing to say whether the signature is 
or not? He has got to take it 
for what it appears on its face to be.” 

If a bank held a number of $100 notes 
it would be a wearisome job to verify the 
genuineness of signatures, but when bank 
officials engage in the manufacture of 
phantom. assets they are not likely to do 
it on a petty scale. It does not seem to be 
impossible for an examiner to ask the 
man whose name appears on a $100,000 
note whether he put it there. The ques- 
tion may be an unusual one. It may be 
from the point of view of the officers of 
the bank an offensive one. It implies a 
lack of absolute faith in their integrity 
on the part of the examiner. There is no 
reason why the question should not be 
put except that it would protract the ex- 
amination. If by taking more time and 
making a more thorough examination 
greater security can be given depositors— 
the examinations are primarily for their 
benefit—more time should be taken. 
There should be about as searching an in- 
quiry into the value of assets as is made 
after a bank has failed and the examiner 
has taken ole: of it. 

If. when the Milwaukee Avenue State 
bank was examined last October, the ex- 
aminer had questioned some of the alleged 
signers of larger notes held by the bank 
he would have discovered forged notes and

AN ANTI-QUACK SOCIETY. 

The anti-quack society is a natural out- 
come of the legislation which has been di- 
rected toward purifying food and the accom- 
panying newspaper and magazine articles 
which have exposed the frauds which have 
been imposed upon a trusting populace. It 
is pow proposed that a meeting be held in 
New York in November next to organize for 
the systematic dissemination of information 
regarding practices and conditions danger- 
ous to public health and morals. It is sug- 
gested that united action might accomplish 
much toward the prevention of quackery and 
criminal practices in medicine, the adultera- 
tion of drugs and foods, and the sale of dan- 
gerous drugs under the guise of proprietary 
medicines. The plan is indorsed by many of 
the most reputable and efficient organiza- 
tions of the metropolis, and is one which 
will appeal to thousands throughout the 
country. 

The evidence is overwhelming that quack- 
ery abounds. Reports made to congress in 
connection with pure food legislation made 


' it clear that the fraud element is everywhere,

have a powerful influence, and that they can- 
not be routed without a great fight and with- 
out that constant vigilance which is difficult 
of maintenance without ceaseless efforts.

| In a paragraph full of suggestiveness Sec- 
retary Root told the assembled delegates 
at the Rio congress of the slow development 
of democracy. “ Not in one generation nor 
in one century,” he said, “ can the effective 
control of a superior sovereign, so long 
deemed necessary to government, be re- 
jected and effective self-control by the goy- 
erned be perfected in its place. The first 
fruits of democracy are, many of them, crude 
and unlovely. Mistakes are many, partial 
failures are many, and sins not a few. The 
capacity for self-government does not come 
to man by nature. It is an art to be learned 
as well as an expression of character to be 
reaps among the great number of men 
who exercise popular sovereignty,”

The movement is undoubted. There is no 
possibility of preventing the ultimate tri- 
umph of the democratic form of govern- 
ment, but it is hard for the average Ameri- 
can to think politically except in the environ- 
ment with which he has been surrounded. 
There is no place for impatience, therefore, 
or for fears for the fina! triumph of democ- 
racy, because in other places the path to such 
triumph is a rough and rugged one beset 
with many difficulties and dangers, It can 
not be traversed in a generation or in a 
century, perhaps, but the goal is sure to be 
reached at last.

It may be remembered that when the re- 
mains of Pius IX. were moved from their . 
temporary resting place in St. Peter's to his. 
tomb in the Basilica of San Lorengo, outside 


walle of Rome, the customary three 


years having elapsed after his death, the 
ceremony was made the occasion of a hos- 
tile demonstration against the papacy, and, 
above all, against the dead pontiff, the re- 
mains being pelted by the mob with mud and 
stones, and narrowly escaping being thrown 
into the Tiber. The most intense indignation 
Was aroused by this outrage against the 
Roman authorities for having neglected to 
adopt the necessary precautions for the con- 
trol of the mob, and the affair has always 
been cited since to illustrate the alleged 
powerlessness or unwillingness of the gov-- 
ernment to afford proper protection to the 
holy father were he to leave the vatican. 

The régime now in control of the affairs 
of Italy is different from that of 1881 and may 
be relied upon te maintain the most perfect 
kind of order.

ig INSANITY INCREASING? | 
RECORD OF CENSUS GIVEN. | 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—The bureau of 
the census in a report on insane in hospitals 
gives some interesting figures on the question 
whether or not insanity is increasing. 

The. statistics collected do.not afford 4 
conclusive atiswer, as the figures are restrict- 
ed to the insane in hospitals, and, therefore, 
do not measure the full extent of insanity 
in the community, but they reveal a remark- 
able increase in the class of insane to which 
they relate. During the thirteen years which 
have elapsed since the last census of the 
insane the number of hospitais for the care 
of the insane has more than doubled, the 
total number being 162 in 1890 and 328 on 
Dec. 31, 1903. 

The increase in the number of hospitals 
was accompanied by a similar increase in 
the number of inmates, the total being 74,- 
028 in 1890 and 150,151 on Dee. 31, 1908. Ip 
1880 the number of insane in hospitals was 
only 40,942. The number of insane in hosp!- 
tals per 100,000 of population increased from 
81.6 in 1880 to 118.2 in 1800, and 186.2 on Dec. 
31, 1903. Undoubtedly a large part of this 
increase in ratios is due to an increased use 
of hospitals by those who in the past had a 
deep rooted prejudice against them, and to & 
more complete enumeration, particularly at 
the last census. 

a 

Nevertheless these figures point to an in- 
crease in the extent of insanity in the coun- 
try as a whole. This view is emphasized 
by the fact that in proportion to the popula- 
tion of the country the number of insane 
in hospitals in 1908 was larger than the total 
number of insane, including those not in 
hospitals, enumerated in 1880; the ratios 
here compared being 186.2 per 100,000 of 
population in 1903 and 188.8 in 1880. 

The increase in the number of insane in 
hospitals per 100,000 of population is not con- 
fined to any particular section of the coun- 
try, for between 1890 and 1903 there was an 
increase in thé ratio in each state and ter- 
ritory. In many states, particularly the 
southern states, the ratio is still small, part- 
ly because hospital facilities are inadequate 
and partly because some classes of the popu- 
lation have an aversion to the use of the hos- 
pitals provided. | 

None of the insane in hospitals are under 
12 years of age. The majority of the inmates 
became insane between 20 and 45 years of 
age, 60.7 per cent of the insane being between 
those ages when first admitted to hospitals. 
In every section of the country the maximum 
concentration occurs between the ages of 25 
and 35 years, the period being 30 to 34 years 
in the northern and western states and 25 to 
29 years in the southern states. Thijs differ- 
ence arises from the fact that the southern 
states contain most of the negroes, among 
whom tnsanity appearsat an earlier age than 
among the whites. The foreign born whites 
show the highest average age at admission 
to hospitals for the insane. This is what 
would be expected, as there are few young 
persons in this class, and no insane are per- 
mitted to enter the country as immigrants. 

ae 

The distribution of the insane in hospitals 
by present age indicates that the female in- 
sane live longer than the male insane, This 
fact is emphasized when the age at death is 
considered, 19.5 per cent of the females and 
17.7 per cent of the males who died in hos- 
pitals being at least 70 yearsofage. Itis also 
observed that the white insane live longer 
than the negro insane, 35.2 per cent of the 
former and 53.7 per cent of the latter who 
died in hospitals being under 45 years of age. 

The youthfulness of the feeble minded in 
institutions is evidenced by the fact that 538 
per cent are under 20 years of age and 85.1 
per cent under 30. Most of the feeble minded 
are young when admitted to institutions, 56.5 
per cent being und@er 15 years of age, 77.2 
per cent under 20, and 90.1 per cent under 30, 
The few admitted who are at least 30are com- 
mitted for safe keeping rather than for train- 
ing’ and education. 

More than three-tenths of the feeble minded 
in institutions are afflicted in other ways. Of 
those with additional defects, about three- 
fifths are epileptics. As would be expected in 
a class in which so large a proportion is not 
only mentally but otherwise defective, the 
death rate is high—83.9 per 1,000. With re- 
spect to the age at death, 80 per cent died be- 
fore reaching 30 years ofage. Theage group 
containing the largest proportion, 22.5 per 
cent of those who died, was the period, 15 to 
19 years, which also showed the maximum 
concentration of the feeble minded in institu- 
tions, 

Of the feeble minded in Institutions, 81.5 per 
cent are supported at public expense, 10.5 per 
cent at public and private expense, and 7.7 
per cent at private expense.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 24.—Finlend has 
been the haven for “illegai’’ gatherings. 
The Russians often make use of this conven- 
fently close neighbor who allows freedom of 
gathering and speech. So when the duma 
was dissolved day before yesterday Finland 
immediately was selected as the place to dis- 
cuss “the next move.” ‘Already Sunday 
morning many former deputies hurried 
across the frontier, and by Sunday evening 
there were enough members in Viborg to 
make a quorum. Mouromtseff presided. 

We were not admitted to the meeting; not 
even certain liberal members of the council 
of empire who had come on were allowed 
to be present. The meeting was held in the 
restaurant of a hotel. We waited outside for 
the first news of the proceedings. 

The three principal factions of the duma 
were represented. Many of the labor group 
were there, but not all. Many constitutional 
democrats did not come on, though at a meet- 
ing held in St. Petersburg Sunday morning 
the party decided to go to Viborg. 

The social] democratic fraction was of 
course present. 
and Statovich came Monday afternoon to 
try to keep the others moderate and reason- 
able. They staid only an hour. The Polish 
group sent on a deputation. Again, a8 on 
many questions these last two months, the 
Poles were handicapped by the fact that the 
main point of their platform is autonomy.

Viborg Remains Quiet, 


Quiet Viborg did not seem to mind this in- 
vasion.

Only 
the correspondents and the usual crowd of 
students who follow all meetings. of. this 
character stood outside the hotel. 

The usual long discussions began. The same 
antagonism between parties which had be- 
come so evident the last sittings of the duma 
promised to ruin everything.

BIG IRON AND STEEL DEMAND. 


ELL ALLL LLL LO A tl iinet mm 


Despite Enormously Increased Produc- 
tion Scarcity Is Still Marked 
and Prices Soar. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 8.—The Iron Trade 
Review tomorrow will say: 

“ All indications point to great prosperity 
curing the remaining months of the present 
year, and at least the early months of 190 
Although the productiom of pig iron for the 
year ending July 1, 1006, -was 24,432,106 tons, 
nearly 1,500,000 tons more than the entire 
calendar year, 1906, the production has not 
kept pace with the demand, and there is now 
a marked scarcity of all grades. 

“ Prices are advancing morerapidly toward 
those of the boom period of 1902 than con- 
servative interests like to see, and in this 
tendency lies the only danger which now 
threatens a long cominuance of prosperity. 

“ There has been great activity in pig iron, 
especially in the west, and a prominent 
feature has been the Inquiry for the future, 
some of it extending through the first half 
of 1907. The ruling quotation in the central 
west is $17.50. 

‘Many inquiries for heavy tonnages of 
ateel rails are pending. The Tennessee Coal 
Iron and railroad company has sold its en- 
tire tonnage of open hearth rails for 1907 
delivery. The demand for track supplies is 
strong, especially for spikes, owing in part 
to the double spiking of tracks which has 
been inaugurated by leading railroads in 
order to secure extraordinary protection for 
fast trains.”’

Sentiment getting more 
bullish. This morning is first time this has 
been noticeable. Man traveling for one of 
the implement houses says North Dakota 
will not raise as much wheat as last year.”’

Landers & Co, of London say: 

“ The new crops in EHurope are rapidly ap- 
proaching maturity, and should the weather 
continue fine throughout August a good 
average crop wilh be secured. This would 
stave off the demand for imported wheat for 
some time, but sooner or later it will return. 
America may not feel a large European de- 
mand for some time, but later on there 
should be sufficient inquiry to keep their 
markets steady, and assist in disposing of 
her surplus without materially depressing 
prices.” 

“It looks as if there was a movement on 
foot to bull the oats market,”’ said a com- 
mission man. ‘Hedging pressure has lks- 
sened materially and speculative longs are 
well out of the market. Continued rains will 
give the shorts a scare, and technically the 
market seems to be’ in a better condition to 
sustain an advance than for sometime. On 
a moderate setback I think purchases of oats 
will show fair profits.”’ 

A Minneapolis house with 200 stations 
throughout the three northwestern spring 
wheat states says that their reports indicate 
a crop materially short of last year, and 
that several other houses are getting the 
same kind of reports. 

Baltimore reported that there were steady 
export sales daily with no accumulation of 
wheat there. Sales were principally of soft 
winter wheat, mainly from Maryland.

Reports of damage from excessive rains 
were numerous again yesterday, especially 
from Oklahoma and Indian Territory. In 
the northwest it was the general opinion 
that any further molsture would cause seri- 
ous damage, as the grain in many places was 
overripe and needed to be cut at once. Pre- 
dictions were for general clearing weather 
over the northwest and Kansas today.

Will Draw Cash from New York. 

Discussing the possibilities of the money 
market during the crop moving period, 
George M. Reynolds, president of the Con- 
tinental National bank, says: 

“Interest rates prevailing throughout the 
smaller towns of the west are about the 
same as they were a year ago. In Chicago 
and other large centers the demand for 
money during the summer months has been 
much greater than usual, and interest rates 
have averaged fully 1 per cent higher than 
was the rule a year ago. Chicago banks are 
probabby carrying a little less commercial, 
or outside, paper than they have carried for 
mwthe last two or three years. As a matter of 
fact, money has been easier, and in many 
ingtances interest rates have been cheaper 
in the small towne of Iowa, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, and other western states than in 
Chicago or the other centers. 

“Crop conditions im the west are favora- 
ble, and indéications point to an unusually 
large yield of all kincs of grain in the west 
and cotton in the south. While I do not 
think that western banks will want to bor- 
row any coneliderable amount of money from 
their correspondents in the east, still New 
York banks will, in the nature of things,’ be 
called upon to finance the crop movement 
of the west and the south, and, in my opin- 
ion, New York will be called upon for as 
large an amount of actual currency for this 
purpose as is usual at this season of the 
year.”
